That these documents emanate from the or- | 


ganization known as the Knights of Labor, 
can not be very well doubted. The following 
account taken from the Cincinnati Gazette, 
confirms the assertions previously made in the 
PostT-DISPATCH: 

The order was organized ten years ago in 
Philadelphia by James L. Wright, a garment 
cutter. The operations of the order were con- 
fined tothe clothing cutters’ trade of that city 
until a few years ago, when it was proposed 
by Wright to extend the influence of the so- 
ciety. Shortly after the commencement of the 


work, 64 assemblies, every member denoting | 


a different trade, were in active work in Phil- 
adelphia, and numbering not hess 
than 17,000 members. From __ these 
the order rapidly spread. Two of 
the most powerful assemblies were the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers and Loco- 
motive Firemen, and, through their agency, 
new associations were established along the 
line of the Pennsylvania,the Philadelphia and 
Reading and other- railroads. Pittsburg, 
Scranton, Pottsville, Pottstown, Shenandoah, 
Wilkesbarre and other places in Pennsylvania 
soon became the headquarters of strong as- 
semblies. Newark and Jersey City in. New 
Jersey soon organized. The work of the or- 
ganization went on, and is still going, and 
now its effects are felt. The present ‘*Grand 
Master Workman’’ of the entire organization 
is Uriah H. Stephens, of Philadelphia, and 
the ‘‘Grand Secretary’’ is Chas. H. Litchman, 
whose beadquarters are at Marblehead, Mass., 
from which place he was elected a member of 
the State Legislature through the aid of his 
organization.

The General Assembly ‘is known as a dis- 
trict, and is designated by number in the 
same manner as the ordinary assembly. It is 
composed of a delegate from each of the bodies 
in the county. No person can be a delegate, 
however, unless he has been an active mem- 


ber of the organization for a period of six | 


months. From each ‘‘district’’ one delegate 
is elected to the ‘‘grand body,’’ which 
gathers together representatives from all parts 
of the country, and meets once a year. This 


| body elects the grand master and the grand 
| secretary. 


Uriah S. Stephens, the present 
executive head, was clected at Reading, 
in January, 1878. He and the 
present secretary were again elected on the 


| 6th of January, 1879, at a convention of the 


od - 


grand body held in St. Louis. With the usual 
secrecy of the organization, this large body, 
numbering over three hundred representa- 
tives from all parts of the United States, c»l- 
lected in St. Louis, transacted its business 
during the day; in the evening was addressed 
by Grand Master Stephenson, and on 
the followinz day 
grand banquet given by the St. Louis 
assembles, and subsequently departed from 
the city, whither none but themselves knew. 
All this was done without attracting any at- 
tention. Previous to this conference it was 
customary to tax each member of the organi- 
zation one cent per capita per annum, by 
which they created a reserve fund. At this 
year’s meeting the tax was increased to two 
cents per capita. Outof this fund the na- 
tional oflicers are paid, the salary of the Grand 
master being $200 per year, and that of the 
Grand Secretary being $800. 
THE GRAND BODY. 


According to the report of the grand body : 


at the January convention, the total member- 
ship of the organization inthe United States 
at that time was 800,000. Since then the estab- 
lishment of new assemblies has been so great- 
ly pushed throughout the country, particu- 


larly in the Western States, that it is estimat- | 
took a very different view of the situation, and 


ed that fully 200,000 additional names have 
been placed upon the rolls of the order. The 
annual receipts of the grand body for the re- 
serve fund during 1878 amounted to $7,580. 
This was found to be inadequate for the ex- 
penses of the national organization, and, as 
strikes were apprehended this season, meas- 
ures have been adopted by which the funds in 
the treasury may be materially increased. 
The Knights of Labor have had their agents 
zealously working among the eoal and iron 
wotkers of Onio, Indiana, West Virginia, 
Maryland, Illinois and Missouri, within the 
past few months, and a powerful interest has 
been stirred up in behalf of the organization.

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Horse Taming by Electricity. 
[From the New York Star. | 

According to a description which appcared 
the other day in La Nature, a sort of revolu- 
tion seems Jikely to be effected in the method 
of breaking in horses by the adoption of a new 
system. This is the application of electricity 
to the nerves of thé animal, which is so cowed 
hy the shock as tobecome instantly quite man- 
ageable and docile. There no difficulty 
whatever in this, as the only thing required to 
eommunicate the shock is to connect the bit 
with the battery by means of a small wire run- 
ning down along the reins. Whenever the 
horse becomes restive a weak current of clec-

Letter from John Bright to the North 
American Review. 

1I°2 PICCADILLY, LONDON, April 25, 1879. 

My DEAR S1tr:—I have no difficulty in re- 
plying to your letter of the 3ist ult. 

I do not think there is any chance of a re- 
turn in this country tothe doctrine of protec- 
tion. We export everything but agricultural 
produce; to protect our manufactures is 
manifessgy impossible; from another cause, 
the protection of our land produce Is not more 
possible. Ilalf our population exists on im- 
ported fooi; to limit this import by customs 
duties, in order to raise the price of homee 
grown food, is a proposition that can not be 
entertained fora moment. Such a scheme 
offered to Parliament and the country would 
destroy any.Government and any party. >. 

We are passing through a ftime-of comnier- 
cial depression; its causes are apparent te 
those who examine and consider the facts of 
recent past years. sut, in times of trouble, 
ignorant men seize upon unlikely and impos- 
sible propositicns and scheme’ for relief. 
There is no special medicine for this malady. 
Time, patience, the working of natural laws, 
the avoidance and cessation of the excitement 
and half madness of the past, and a general 
economy, Will bring abent a cure, not with- 
out some or much suffering, but without 
failure. 

We adopted free trade in the year 1846. But 
our land-owzers and farmers, and multitudes 
of our people, did not comprehend the prinei- 
ples we taught, and now a new generation is 
on the stage, ill-acquainted even with the facts 
of forty years ago. ‘There has been no great 
distress since our corn law was abolished; and 
now, when tronble has come for atime, some 
of the sufferers, and some of the quack doce 
tors who are always ready to prescribe for the 
public, cry out for protection, as if we had 
never tried it before, and es if it nad been 
found a specific in other ecuutries. 

There is no danger of our going back to pro- 
tection. The present treuble will pass away. 
It has been aggravated by the evil policy of our 
Government, and that also will pass away; 
and the simpletons who are looking for relief 
to an exploded doctrine and practice wiil-re- 
lapse into that silence and obscurity which 
become them. 

It isa grief tome that your people do not 
yet see their way toa more moderate tariff. 
They are doing wonders, unequaled in the 
world’s history, in paying off your national 
debt. A more moderate tariff, I should 
think, would give you a better revenue, and 
by degrees you might approach a more civil- 
ized system. What can be more strange than 
for your great free country to build barriers 
against that commerce which is everywhere 
the bandmaid of freedom and of civilization’ 

I should despair of the prospects of man- 
kind if I did not believe that before long the 
intelligence of your people would revolt 
against the barbarism of your tariff. It seems 
now your one great humiliation; the world 
jooks to you for example in all forms of free- 
dom. Astocommerce, the great civilizer, 
shall it look in vain?

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A Revolver Puts Out the Flickering Candle of 
a Consumptive’s Life. 


The month just past has been unusually 
fruitful of suicides, and to-day added another 
tothe long list. The victim was Christian 
Gessert, an old and well-known German citi- 
zen, who has been active in ward politics in 
the southern part of the city for a number of 


years. 
and lodging-house. 1340 Carondelet avenue, 
at afew minutes before 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing, while lying in a bed of sickness, by shoot- 
ing himself through the head with a revolver. 

For three years past, Mr. Gessert had been 
suffering from consumption, and, during the 
past seyen months, has been attended by 
Dr. Castlehun. The disease had reached a 
point at which it was plainly evident death 
was inevitabk in a few days. Indeed he was 

NOT EXPECTED TO LIVE 
at the farthest more than aweek. The fact 
was known to Gessert, though it does not ap- | 
pear that any announcement of 
it was made to him by the 
attending physician, and must have been clear 
to him for more than a month past. 

About four weeks ago he went out one 
morning and was gone several hours, without 
telling his wife anything of his whereabouts. 
The object of his trip was made apparent this 
morning. His wife has been devoted in her 
attendance upon him from first to last. The 
dying man appeared to appreciate her atten- 
tions, and only grew impatient when she ap- 
proached a certain drawer inthe bureau in 
his bed-room. 

‘*Eversthing is all right in there,’’ he re- 
marked to her several times, ‘‘and I 
don’t want them disturbed, and 


Mrs. Gessert consequently never looked in the 
(irawer in question, Had she done so, the 
event of the morning would probably not have 
happened. 

WK HAD CONCEALED 
with the intention of com- 
mitting suicide. eg know ] 
never can get well,’’ he remarked to his friend 

~flargensen. ‘*I must die anyhow,’’ he re- 
marked to his wife yesterday. But his heart 
failed him. ‘*I wish somebody would 
shoot me, *’ he added in an 
undertone. Mrs. Gessert paid but 
little attention. This morning his wife 
with him until a little after 6. ‘*‘Let me 
alone,’* hesaid, *‘I want to go to Sleep. 
Mrs. Gessert went down stairs. About half 
an hour afterwards she heard the report ofa 
revolver, and rushing stairs 
found her husband the 
revolyer in his right hand by his side and still 
smoking from the discharge of one barrel. He 
had place ‘d the weapon at the side of his head, 
just above the right ear, and fired. The ball

taking ai slightly diagonal direction, 
and emerging just back of the left car. Death 
was Instantaneous. 

(‘oroner Auler held aninquest this morning, 
when the above facts were elicited. Surprise 
was expressed by all his friends, especially in 
view of his near approaching end. One of 
them said that to commit suicide when 
he was to die soon was ‘all foolishness 
anvyhow.’* The wife and family were over- 
whelmed with vrief. Gessert leaves two chil- 
dren of his own, and three belonging to his 
second wife before marriage. He was about 
52 years of age, and was born in 
Darmstadt, Germany. 
have left considerable property. Dr. Auler 
expre-sed the opinion that Gessert Was labor- 
ing under temporary insanity, induced by 
habits of drinking and despair at the approach 
of death. 
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A CHINESE DINNER. 
From the Lady’s Journal. | 

Invited to a grand Chinese dinner, the hour 
namcd was lla. m., and the loeale, 
hotel! or ** flower-boat, 
being painted and decorated inthe most gor- 
ceous stvie and tastefully adorned with flow- 
CTs. 

Hiaving heard, however, nruch of. the ob- 
noxious stuff I should have to cat, I intimated 
toa medical friend that I was about to dine 
ata Chinoise, and should probably require his 
services that evening. He prescribed: ‘‘Take 
a very little of each dish, and take a very long 
time about it.’* The latter part of this advice

not conelude till 3:30. T felt a little squeam- 
ish toward the finale, but was not actu lly 
sick. and the doctor said I had the digestion 
ofa horse. Iwas the only Isdy—for it is not 
the usuage for the sexes to meet together in so- 
ciety—and dined with the gentlemen, and 
was crammed inthe same way, but witha 
jarger admixture of fruits, sweats and.tea. 

Au enumeration of the dishes we ate and the 
prices paid for them would seem fabulous. 
We commenced with tea and finished with 
soup. Someofthe Intermediate dishes were 
shark’s fins, birds’ nests from Borneo, cost- 
ing nearly five dollars.a mouthful: fricassee 
of poodic, a little dog rather like a pig. ex- 
cept for its head; the fish of the konk shell, 
an clastic substance which you might masti- 
eate but could not possibly mash; peacocks’ 
liver, very fine ; putrid ergs, 
nha very good: rice, 
cours salted = shrimps, baked 
monds, cabbage in a variety of forms, 
ginger, stewed fungi, fresh fish of a dozen 
kinds, ‘onions ad Jibitum, salt duck cored like 
ham, pig in every form—roast, boiled, fried, 
and Fouchow ham, which seemed to be un- 
rivaled. In fact, the Chsnese excel in pork, 
but foreigners will rarely touch it, under the 
superstition that the pigs areefed on babies. 
Of course a pig will cat a baby if it finds one, 
as it will devour a rattlesnake: but that does 
not prevent us from eating American bacon. 
although our pigs run wild in the woods. and 
feed, from choice. aon any vermin they can 
find. Besides, 1 think I would as soon eat 
transmutation of baby-flesh as of rattlesnake. 
especially the rattle. But TI believe the whole 
to be alibel. The Chinese are most particu- 
lar about their swine, and keep them penned 
up in the utmost cleanliness and eomfort 
rivaling the Dutch in their scrubbing and 
Wishing. They grow whole tields of taro and 
herbs for their pig rs, and I do not be lieve ore 
porker ina million ever tastes a baby. 

About 2 o’clock we rose from the table. 
walked abo ut, and looked out of tue window. 
Large brass howls were brought, filled with 
hot water, and towels. Each ene proceeded 
to perform ablutiougs, the Chinese was shing 
their heads After this refreshing operation 
we resumed our seats, and recommenced with 
another rdesecription of tea. Seven different 

Hee riptions of samshoo we partook of, made 
from rice, peas, Mapzoes, cocoanut: all 
mented liquors: and the mystery remained 
that lwas not inebriated! Perhaps it was 
through following the doector’s advice. the 
length of time which elapsed, and the small- 
ness of the doses. The samshoo was drunk 
warm, in tiny cups. during the progress of

We had tortoise and frog-:; anda cur- 
ric «6cof) othe ~—sdatter Was superior 
chicken. ‘Then fowls’ hearts, and 
of some bird—snipe, I think. Then chow- 
chow of mangoes; rambustan preserved: salt- 
cdecucumber, sweet potatoes, yams. taro: 
and all sorts of sweets made from rice. sugar 
and cocoanut. Every dish was separate. 
And the soup, which terminated the repast, 
‘Vas surely boiled tripe or some interior ar- 
rangement, and I wish I had halted a little 
time ago. The whole was eaten with the in- 
evitable chopsticks, ora spoon lke a small 
space or shovel. The sticks sre made into a 
kind of fork by being held crosswise between 
the fingers. Rice is “the substitute for bread, 
and poultry ang pork for mutton and beef; 
cecasionally there is mutton and goat: but 
beef very rarely, except for foreigners.

In the Court of Appeals, 

Judge Hayden delivers the opirion of the 
Court in the case of Henry Perkinson against 
George Partridge, reversing the decision of the 
Court below and entering judgment for the de- 
tendant. 

The suit of Frankiin against Nolle is in the 
nature of an action for deceit. The petition 
alleges that the defendant, who was cashier of 
the West St. Louis Savings Bank, induced 
plaintiff by misrepresentations to buy tén shares 


of stock in that bank, while the stock was re- 
ally worthless. The lower court decided in 
favor of defendant, andthe case came up on 
appeal. Alter a lengthy review  of-e 
the testimony Judge Bakewell afilrmed the 
judgment of the lower court. 

The case ot Railey against Johnson is only 
interesting in the point as to whether contrac- 
tors, under the mechanics’ lien law, can 
recover from the owner the fuil 
contract price as agreed upon against the 
owner’s delense that he has paid certain sums 
as coststo satisfy lien judgments of subcon- 
tractors w ho had enforced their claims against 
the owner’s property. The referee allowed 
certain amounts, ut he refused 
to allow defendant the amount 
paid as ¢osts in the suits mentioned. 
The ground tuken bythe referee was, that 
the sub-contractors made demands on the 
owner before entering suit, and be then might 
have paid them and avoided costs; and that, 
having thus compelled suit, he should pay tha 
costs thus uselessly accumulated.
